timothy ,fields ripen to harvest for 
seed. This change from hay to seed 
production has in most instances been 
highly encouraging and has been es- 
pecially profitable when care was €X~- 
ercised in the choice of fields to be 
cut for seed and in the handling of 
the seed crop to ensiire of its being 
free of ox-eye daisy and other trou- 
blesome weed seeds. Canada could 
greatly increase her production of tim 
othy seed before exceeding the am- 
ount required for home consumption. 

The advisability of harvesting tim- 
othy as seed rather than hay will de- 
pend in large part upon the prospect 
of marketing hay in Great Britain and 
the United States. Information as to 
hay prospects in both these countries 
should be available by July 1, which 
would ordinarily be early enough to 
allow Canadian farmers to choose as 
between making their timothy crops 
into hay or harvesting them as seed.
